REMARKS 

In response to the above-noted Office Action, Applicant has submitted a corrected 
Figure 9, amended claims 1, 5, 6, 11, 15 and 17, and cancelled claims 4 and 14 responsive to the 
claim rejections under 35 U.S.C 112 and 35 U.S.C. 103. 

In particular, Applicant has amended the claims incorporating the proposed suggestions 
indicated by the Examiner at page 3 of the Action. 

Claims 1-3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over admitted 
prior art, Figure 3 in view of Yahagi et al. Claims 11-13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 
as being unpatentable over admitted prior art, Figure 3 in view of Yahagi et al., and further in 
view of Nogami. However, the Examiner has indicated that Claims 4-8, 10, 14-18 and 20 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. In this connection. Applicant has cancelled claims 4 and 14 and 
incorporated their limitations into claims 1 and 11 respectively. In view of such amendments, 
claims 4 and 11 have, in effect, been rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, and the remaining claims depend 
directly or indirectly from the allowable claims. 

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that the claims pending for examination, namely 
claims 1-3, 5-13 and 15-20 are now in condition for allowance, which early action is requested.
